Reconnoissance of June 22. 

“The following are the details of the 
reconnoissance of the Japanese forces made 
by a Russian detachment on June 22 at 
Ayariamyna (Aiyangtienmen?): 

** At 10:30 a. m. the Cavalry of our advance 
guard drove the enemy from the trenches 
of their advanced positions. At 1:20 p. m. 
four Russian guns of the mounted horse 
artillery had been placed in position against 
the enemy's right flank, which they bom- 
barded with great success, the cordon re- 
tiring. The serried ranks of the Japanese 
troops developed a violent fusillade, which, 
however, was almost without result. 

“At this moment our infantry came up, 
and four companies were thrown against 
the right flank of the enemy’s position, one 
company being held in reserve to protect 
our right flank against which two Japanese 
companies were advancing. 

“The enemy fell back under the energetic 
pressure of our forces for a distance of two 
or three miles, evacuating their trenches at 
p. m. 


Cossack Battery in Action. 


- * At the moment that our Cossack battery 
approached the enemy’s principal position it 
was exposed to the concentrated fire of eight- 
een mountain guns and within a few minutes 
eight Cossacks were killed and twenty were 
wounded. The gunners at that time had the 
shelter of the nearest stone building, but our 
two companies continued to repulse the 
enemy until the main position of the enemy 
Was reached, when three regiments of Jap- 


- anese infantry were discovered. Having as- | 


certained the strength of the enemy the com- 
mander of our detachment determined to 
stop the advance and ordered the mountain 
battery not to charge its position, in order 
not to expose it to unnecessary losses. 


Japanese Take the Offensive. 


“ The enemy's right flank took the offen- 
sive at6 p.m. Our two companies of sharp- 
shooters arid a company of cavalry, com- 
manded by Second Capt. Cerderberg, hav- 
ing dismounted, put the Japanese battalion 
‘o full retreat by well sustained point blank 
volleys, which inflicted considerable losses. 

“The fight continued until nightfall. 
Thanks to the darkness, we were able to 
move our guns. A vacillating advance of the 
enemy's infantry was checked by the fire of 
our sharpshooters and the fight ended at 
p. m. 

“Our losses were Staff Lieut. Col. Romei- 
ko Gourki, Lieut. Col. Yakollef, Lieut. of 
Cossacks Nevitoff, Second Lieut. of Cossacks 
Nikolaieff, Second Lieut, Schidloski, and 
Second Lieut. Hoffmann, and twenty-six 

men killed and fifty-three men wounded, 
seven of them seriously. 

“The enemy's losses were considerable.”

NOT YET SOLVED. 


Ashore on French Coast 
Lacks Confirmation. 


LIGHT ON UNIQUE CAREER 


W.’H. Ellis, Who Figures in 
Strange Case, Has Remark- 
able Record. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] | 

LONDON, June 27.—Interest in the mys- 
tery attending the disappearance of Kent J. 
Loomis, brother of the assistant secretary of 
state at Washington, was intensified today 
when a dispatch was received that his body 
had been washed ashore near Cherbourg, 
France. There is no confirmation of the re- 
port. 

Those who are investigating the case are 
inclined to the belief that Loomis fell over- 
board on June 20 when the steamer Kaiser 
Wilhelm II. was nearing Plymouth, or while 
it had anchorage there. Officers of the steam- 
er are positive he did not land at Plymouth. 

Celebrated with Captain. 

It is said Loomis had been drinking heavily 
the day before the Kaiser Wilhelm arrived 
on the occasion of the captain’s dinner in 


| celebration of the vessel’s record breaking 


passage. There is declared to be not the 
slightest basis for the rumor that Loomis 
was murdered by acquaintances on board the 
ship. 

The belief that Loomis met his death by 
drowning is now strongly held by many of 
those éngaged in the quest for him. The 
police and American consul at Plymouth 
are firmly of this opinion. The theory that 
he fell frem the ship into the seqis strength- 
ened by evidence that he was in the habit of 
sitting on the hurricane deck at a point 
where there was no rail, also that about an 
hour before reaching Plymouth fe was seen 
leaning over the outside rail; apparently ill. 
The theory that Loomis could have been 
kidnaped is held to be absolutely impossi- 


ble. 
All Passengers Had Luggage. 

It appears to be established that no one. 
landed from the Kaiser Wilhelm without 
luggage,. and as the American's heavy lug- 
gage has been found at Cherbourg and his 
hand luggage on the steamer it is thought 
pretty certain he cannot have left the steam- 
er at Plymouth. Whatever happened to 
the lost envoy must have occurred between 
12:30 Sunday night and § o’clogk Monday 
morning. 

In an interview H. Clay Evans, United 
States consul in London, said: 

‘‘One matter I am glad to have been abie 
to clear up personally. There was some 
mention of two women on board with whom 
Loomis had a good deal of conversation. 
I have traced them to Berlin. They are 
women of irreproachable character, and 
there was nothing beyond traveling cour- 
tesy in Loomis’ behavior towards them.” 


Brother Without Clew. 

Washington, D. C., June 27.—Mr. Loomis, 
the assistant secretary of state, has had 
nothing to confirm or contradict the rumor 
that the body of his brother had been washed 
ashore on the French coast, and, in spite of 
the energetic efforts of the combined foreign 
and consular service of the state depart- 
ment, not the slightest clew has been ob- 
tained with reference to the case. The fact 
that nothing has been heard of the lost man 
is tending to confirm the fears of his family 
that he was either drowned or has met foul 
play. 

Mr. Ellis has sailed from France for 
Djboutil, where he begins his overland jour- 
ney to Abyssinia’s capital with the commer- 
elal treaty which he ts to deliver to King 
Menelek. This treaty was in the luggage of 
Kent Loomis, which was sent on to Paris. 
Word was received that Mr. Ellis had offered 
to remain on the scene for two weeks to as- 
sist in the search for Mr. Loomis, and had 
offered to have one of his party return to 
Flymouth to aid the authorities there, but it 
was thought that no such assistance ‘would 
avail. 


Criticise State Department. 
Parkersburg. W. Va., June 27.—[Special. ] 
~The attitude cf the state department fn 
the Loomis case is severely criticised here. 
Friends of Kert. Loorais say W. H. Ellis 
srould not have been allowed to proceed on

A 
little more than a year ago he went to Abys- 
sinia, at the time Robert P. Skinner, Amer- 
ican consul at Marseilles, became imbued 
with the idea that there was a great oppor- 
tunity for the American people to enter into 
trade negotiations with Emperor Menelik. 

Since his return here he has hesiéged the 
state department to allow him to®8represent 
the United States in some official capacity 
in Abyssinia. He was not able to convince 
the department of his qualifications as an 
envoy, but when he declared that he was 
going back to Abyssinia to establish the 
bank which he had projected a year ago, and 
that he would be glad to have Kent Loomis 
accompany him as his guest, it was arranged

Mayor Pearce offered as his reason for 
signing that the people want the railway in 
the new ma&Anufacturing district, and the 
ucceptance of the company's proposition 
without change appeared the. only way by 
which they could get it. 


Objections to the Ordinance, 

The objections urged to the ordinance as 
it finally was signed are: 

The grant is perpetual and involves the use of 
the best streets in Waukegan. 

No compensation is received by the city. 

As worded, the company is authorized to run 
either freight or passenger cars, or both. 

There is nothing to prevent the use of steam 
or any other motive power. 

There is no provision for the work being done 
under the inspection of or with the approval of the 
city officials. 

The company gives no bonds for the carrying 
out of its part of the contract. . 

There is no regulation of fares and no men 


of transfers. 
There is no provision for gates, gatemen, or sig- 


nals. 
Although the extension will cross the fine of the 
Waukegan and Fox Lake electric line at grade, 
there is no provision for the protection of the 
public.

ing the Labor day parade. ‘i 

The meeting at which it was decided@to 
abandon the parade was held six weeks ago. 
The motion was: made and adopted that on 
account of the expense to the several unions 
the parade be abandoned this-year, and a 
‘joint picnic of the unions be substituted. 

Meetings have been held by the steam 
power council, the associated building 
trades, and the packing trades council, at 
which the action has been condemned, and a 
movement started to bring it up for recon- 
sideration. 

The teamsters’ joint council will discuss 
the matter at a meeting tonight. Many of 
the unions in the council have asserted that 
they will parade if they have to do it alone. 
The question will be discussed for the sec- 
ond time at the next federation meeting. 


Employment Agency Started. 
“The employers’ association has instituted 
a free employment agency, with headquar- 
ters at 225 Dearborn street. Thomas Don- 
nelly has been chosen as manager. Records 
will be kept of all the workers in the city 
and data about them will be collected. 

Men will be supplied by the agency to firms 
having membership in. the association. The 
incorporation papers were issued to Fred-

Donnelly. 
Marble Cutters Ask More Pay. 
The Marble Cutters and Setters’ union has 
drawn up a new wage scale to be submitted 
to the employers. The new scale demands 
$4 a day and eight hours’ work for both 
outside and inside work. The wages paid 
have been $4 a day for outside work and from 
$3.50 to $3.75 a day for inside work, a day 
being nine hours. 


Labor Notes. 


The Internationa] Brotherhood of Stationary 
Firemen has drawn up a new wage scale. The, 
scale provides for an eight hour day, with 30 cents: 
an hour for firemen and 32 cents an hour for 
water tenders in packing houses. This will affect 
200 men in Chicago who are now getting 25 cents 
an hour and do twelve hours’ work a day. 

The strike of the elevator constructors, which 
has been general throughout the country east of 
Chicago, has been settled everywhere except here, 
The larger questions in dispute have been ar- 
ranged in Chicago, and the two sides are now 
trying to adjust the smaller differences. 

Fifteen more machinists walked out at the 
plant of the Comptograph company, 138 Wash- 
ington street, as the result of the posting of the 
new rules of the Chicago Metal Trades association 
in the shop. The firm joined the association re- 
cently. 

Four cigar factories opened during the day, 
their owners having signed the union scale. They 
are: A. Gustave Mueller company, Cohn Bros., 
Tepper Bros., and Ebersold & Co. Several of the 
large shops have opened with nonunion men. 

The Railway Express Drivers’ union will vote 
today from 10 o'clock a. m. to 10 p. m. on the 
Proposition of thelr employers to accept the old 
agreement for a new year.

PAGE ON THE RACE PROBLEM. 
Thomas Nelson Page sees in the disfran- 
chisement of the negro in the south only the | 
logical result of “the ballot as a weapon.” 
This ballot weapon, he declares, has served. 
to make a race issue of a mere social issue. 
He denounces the spirit of solidarity among 
the blacks, north and south, charging it to 
the doctrinaires and to the alleged educated 
men of the race. Recalling that the ballot 
is not an inherent right, but a law-mede 
privilege, he would disfranchise all ig- 
norance—and of a certainty, black ignorance. 

Mr. Page’s article in the current numbefof | 
Seribner’s‘covers the whole negro question 
since the war. He admits that the black 
man and the black man’s friends in the 
north will disagree with him, just as the Bos- 
ton ‘si men revolted a year ago against 
Booker T. Washington. But Mr, Page con- 
tends that Washington is the best represen- 
tative of the black race in America, and he 
emphasizes the statement that the dividing 
line of sentiment as to negro equality is 
always drawn at knowledge of conditions. 

" Whether it be recognized as yet or not,” 
he writec, “the whole country owes a debt 
to the southern people who withstood to 
the end the policy of the misguided fanatics 
and politicians who wonld heve pit the south 
permanently under negro domination.” 

Ninety-five per cent of the industrial work 
ofthe south was in the hands of the negro 
in 1865. “Every adult was either a skilled 
laborer or a trained mechanic. It was the 
fallacious teaching of equality which de- 
luded him into dropping the substance for 
the shadow.” When the “ weapon of the. 
ballot” was given to him “it ws a torch 
Placed in the hands of a child, witu which he 
has ravaged all about him end involved him- 
self. the general conflagration.” He 
charges the fourteenth and fifteenth amend- 
ments to the constitution to ignorance and 
passion, and recalls that of the thirty-four 
States in the anion in January, 1861, thirty 
of these states had excluded the negro from 
the ballot by constitutional provision.

BICGRAPHY AND TRUTH. 
“Too many biographers are polite liars.’’—John 
Coleman Kentworthy at Ruskin unfversity. 


Mr. Kentworthy is as devout a believer in 
the “dogina of the sufficiency of Truth as 
Spinoza was when he proclaimed his con- 
viction that “ Truth can never be contrary 
to the interests of humanity.” If Spinoza 
had written the biography of Robert Louis 
Stevenson he would have included all those 
details the suppression of which led Henley 
to say that Graham Balfour had trans- 
formed Stevenson from a “ human being” 
into a “ shorter catechist.” : 

Commenting on Henley the Nation said: 
“ No one who kuows the world will need to 
be told the full story of the time when | 
Stevenson lived sordidly over a tobacco - 
shop. No ote who is ignorant of the world « 
should be told it.” This view of the case 
gains additional attractiveness when one 
reads the current books on the “ real ” John 
Smith and the “real” Richard Roe. The 
word “real sometimes seems to indicate 
that the biographer intends to give as much 
space as possible to all the nasty and re- 
pulsive incidents in his hero’s life. 1s it not 
better to assume that the nasty and repulsive 
incidents are almost inevitable? Is it not 
better to assume that the average reader is 
not so ignorant as to think that because the 
ordinary wild oats of youth are not men- 
tioned those oats were not sown? 

The old Puritan Gen. Lambert sajd: “ The 
best of men are but men at their best.” Is 
it not better to admit this general fact and to 
discard from the written record of a great 
man’s life all of those juvenile negligences 
of conduct which he shares with the vast 
majority of his fellows? | 

Buf after this admission has been made, 
and ‘after the biographer has been forbid- 
den to fiil his pages with incidents which, 
common to almost all men, are of no special 
significance in connection with his hero's 
character, there yet remains the principle, 
too often violated, that the biographer is 
under obligations to his readers to give them 
everything which will enable them to under- 
stand John Smith and Richard Roe as fully 


as possible.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

| F FICIAL announcement is made of the 
fact that Queen Wilhelmina of Hol- 
land has hopes once more of present- 
ing to the nation an heir to the throne 
, whose advent would dispel the fear 
which the Dutch now entertain of seeing the 
crown of the Netherlands pass to a Ger- 
man prince or princess, which would mean, 
of course, that the kingdom would become 
to all intents and purposes a part of the con- 
federation known as the German empire. ! 
A good deal of anxiety is entertained with 
regard to the queen, She@has been in frail 
health ever since her premature confine- 
ment two years ago, and her appearance has 
become so wan and unhappy looking that it 
is difficult to recognize in her today the 
healthy, rty, sunny faced girl vf threo 
years ago. “Indeed, she-has lost all the bloom 
of youth and gives one the impression of a 
woman of at least ten or fifteen years older 
than her actual age. 2 
Three other women oceupying thronos are 
looking forward to the birth of children dur- 
ing the course of the present summer, and in 
the case of each, as in that of Queen Wil- 
helmina, dynastic considerations are at 
stake, and hopes are entertained that the 
child will prove a bay, and thus assure the | 
direct succession to the crown. The one 
is the empress of Russia, the other is the 


princess of Luxemburg, whose husband is 
regent of his father’s grand duchy. Should 
the crown princess, who has already six girls, 
now give birth to a seventh, the throne would 
at any rate remain to her children, and would, 
failing male issue, be inherited by her eldest 
daughter, the now 10 year old Princess 
Marie. 

But with the empress of Russia and the 
queen of Italy it is different. For if they 
do not become the mother oftons, the throne

proprietors of the London Times have for 
the last hundred years displayed in refusing 
repeated offers of honors of this kind from 
the crown. The late John Walter on two oc- 
casions declined peerages that were offered 
to him. His father likewise returned a nega- 
tive reply to letters wriften to him by two 
premiers of his day, asking him to accept 
a seat in the house of lords, and it is well 
known that Arthur Walter, the present chief 
proprietor of the Times, has manifested a 
similar disinclination to receive a coronet 
from the crown. |. 

Like his forbears he realizes that the accept- 
ance of any honor of this kind from the crown. 
places the recipient under obligations to the 
prime minister, by whom the nomination Is 
made, and that the independence of the 
newly created peer, baronet, or knight he- 
comes impaired thereby, a serious considera- 
tion when the individual in question happens 
to be the owner of a great metropolitan 
organ that claims.to be the voice of the peo- 
ple—the vox popull. 

The owner of the Lofidon Standard has fol- 
lowed the example of the Walters. But the 
proprietor of the Daily Telegraph of Lon- 
don accepted first a baronetcy and then a 
peerage, and is now Lord Burnham. It is 
the same with the proprietor of the London 
Morning Post, Lord Glenesk. The proprie- 
tor of the London Globe is a baronet, and, in 
fact, baronetcies and knighthoods have heen 
scattered quite liberally among metropoli- 
er and provincial newspapers and proprie- 
ors. 

Incidentally I would call attention to a 
rather remarkable letter which has just been 
publighed by A. F. Walter in his paper, the 
London Times. It runs as follows: 

“The control of the Times has been in 
my hands for a good many years. It is there 
now, and there it will remain until events 
over which mortals have. no control shall 
place it in the hands of my successor. [Until 
that happens you may rest assured that no 
outside influence of.any kind, or of any or- 
igin, will ever be permitted to affect the 
character of the great Institution which was 
founded by my great-grandfather 120 years | 
ago, and which has never for a moment 
passed from under the control of his lineal 
successors, and which I in my turn have the 
honor and the responsibility of conducting 
today.”’ 

This letter was written, as will be appar- 
ent from its tenor, in reply to a correspondent 
who had inquired whether there was any 
truth in rumors current as to impending 
changes in the proprietorship of the Times. 


To Lord Curzon the apprehensions with re: 
gard to the pan-Asiatic ideas and aspirations 
of the Japanese appear no Idle fear, nor the 
much discussed ‘“‘ yellow peril’’ an empty 
danger. Since his’ return to London he has 
been earnest in his warnings concerning the

How strongly Lord Curzon feels about the 
matter is shown-by the fact that before 


recalling from Japan several Indian princes 


sively entertained by the government and 
by the nobles of the mikado. Lord Curzon 
likewise took steps to close the government 
service in India to all natives who had re-' 
ceived any part of their education in Japan. 
For it seems that there are quijte a large 
number of Hindoos who go to Japan for the 
purpose not merely of pursuing ordinary 
studies but also with the object of receiv- 
ing training of a higher order in the various | 
branches of the Buddhist faith. 

Lord Curzon knows full well that the prin- 
cipal source of Great Britain's power in India 
fs the prestige which the white races have 
until now enjoyed among the Asiatics, and 
that if the 300,000,000 inhabitants of Hin- 
dustan accept the rule of a mere handful of 
Englishmen, it is because they have until 
now believed in the supremacy, especially 
the military supremacy, of the white racés.

Pope Pius X.'s proposal to dispatch Car- 
dinal, Vincent Vannutelli to Ireland next 
month in order to represent hini at the con- 
secration of the Roman Catholic cathedral 
at Armagh is viewed with some misgivings, 
not so much by the government of Great 
Britain as by the hierarchy and clergy of 
England, Scotland, and Ireland. The mem- 
bers of the Roman Catholic hierarchy in 
the united kingdom have always been strong- 
ly opposed to the establishment of a papal 
embassy in London, or even of a pontifical 
delegation such as that at Washington, re- 
garding it as calculated to impair their in- 
fluence and authority over their clergy. 
They do not relish altogether, therefore, the 
pontiff's dispatch of a cardinal of the Roman 
curia to Ireland, and seem to fear that it 
may be the first step towards the institution 
of some permanent vatical mission in Lon- 
don. Indeed, Cardinal Vannutelli’s visit to 
Ireland next month wiil be the first instance 
of a Roman cardinal being dispatched t 
Great Britain charged with a mission by thé 
holy seat and with the duty of representing 
it since the days of the reformation. 


Lord Tankerville, who has become the 
president of the Anti-Vivisection Society of 
England, is well known in this country as 
a frequent visitor and also as the husband of 
an American wife, Miss Van Marter of Ta-

Niles is a place where 
you can enjoy the quiet life of a clean coun- 
try town instead of spending the hot months 
in a dirty noisy city. There are churches, 
drives, universities, creeks, lakes, and 
meadow land scenexy right at your door. 
Life is not expensive and all the comforts 
of Chicago are to be procured easily with- 
out its undeniable discomforts. : 


OCONOMOWOC, WIS.—Takes rank 
with Geneva and Devil’s lake as a vacation 
resort of the first class, typical of all that 
is best in the summer life of the middle west. 
There is yachting, with considerable social 
activity in the big houses built by wealthy 
Chicago and Milwaukee people. There are 
beautiful drives and many blooded horses, 


.80 that the Oconomowoc open air horse show 


vies with that of Lake Forest as the best of 
its kind. The settlement spreads itself out 
upon two lakes—Fowler and La Belle. So 
clear is the air and so irregular are the 
shores of these waters that everything 
seems nearer to the observer than the size 
of the lakes really warrants. On the south- 
ern banks are comfortable, mod¢rate priced 
hotels and cottages for those who do not 
wish to mix in the gay, fashionable life that 
goes on across the lake. The fishing is fair, 
considering how many years the bass, pick- 
erel, and pike have been diligently trolled 
for. The temperature of the water for bath- 
Hotel rates are an index

OKAUCHEE, WIS.—A fine, large sized 
lake in the Oconomowoc district that is in 
danger of being over'ooked in the rush to 
its more famous neighbors. It contains 
islands, and has as many MIittle lakes 
branching off from it as the most orthodox 
vacationer could desire. Okauchee Is a tri- 
angular body of water, and it is*possible to 
get farther away from land upon its broad, 
sun covered bosom than is the case with 
most of its rivals. The shallows are 
gently sloping that the children can fall off 
the pier two or three times a summer with- 
out endangering their precious selves. You 
can be well taken care of at Okauchee for 
from $7 to $14 a week. and the round trip 
from Chicago costs just $5.

bathing on the east shore of Lake Michigan. 
Also, fresh fruit and vegetables are deliv- 
ered right to your door from the surrounding 
farms, and the annual blight upon the peach 
crop never appears to affect the Ottawa fruit 


growers. Along tawa bay, which 
stretches inland for six miles, there are all 
sorts of summer hotels and amusement 


parks. One point. in particular boasts an 
entertainment .menu that sounds like the 
Chutes park or Sans Souci. The ride by 
boat from Chicago is less than 100 miles, and 
costs $2.75 for the round trip. You can go 
by rail for $5.25.~ Hotel rates run from $18 
a week all the way down to $1 a day. 


PETOSKEY, MICH.—If you go to Petos- 
key they will hand you several yards of 
erotic poetry about “ beautiful Petoskey 
and charming Charlevoix.’’ And the won- 
der of it is that all this enthusiasm is quite 
warranted by the facts in the case. For 
Petoskey is an extremely beautiful place,and 
one of the great trio of northern Michigan 
resorts. It is built upon a series of terraces 
rising out of Little Traverse bay at such an 
angle that whenever there’s a breeze on 


Lake Michigan Petoskey gets the full bene- 


fit of it. Which effectually discourages 
mosquitoes and hay fever. There is wonder- 
ful sailing and considerable social doings 
with the Charlevoix and Harbor Point peo- 
ple. Hotel rates range from $5 to $21 week- 
ly, and the round trip upon the best of the 
lake steamboats costs $11. 


PEWAUKEE LAKE, WIS. — Distin- 
guished amongst its compeers by the huge 
icehouses that rise “along its shores. Pe- 
waukee takes their presence as a deserved 
compliment to the diamond clearness of its 
waters, and when its summer visitors get 
overheated they hurry to the icehouses and 
watch the transshipment of what the local 
paper refers to as “the frozen comfort.” 
Vacation life at Pewaukee is of the sensi- 
ble, comfortable pattern. The yacht club 
creates a great stir when it gives its “ full 
dress ’’ parties, which afford the young men 
and maidens all the opportunity they need 
to show off their proudest clothes. Bass and 
pickerel are catchable, and if you will con- 
descend to perch you can haul in a good 
fish Supper every day. The rates at the hal* 
dozen hotels range from $5 to $12 a week, and 
homelike accommodations are to be had in 
farms and cottages. It costs you $4.50 to 
go from Chicago and back upon the railway 
train. | 
PHILLIPS, WI1S.—A lumber town that’s 
alive and booming and not dependent upon 
the adjacent fishing country for its liveli- 
hood. But for a vacationer the fishing in 
Phillips’ only importance. The sport is of 
the kind that you read about in special arti- 
cles in the magazines. The guides, whom 
you ought to engage in advance, are most 
picturesque people, and fit in well with the 
** giant’ pine background. Big muskellunge 
lurk in the Flambeau river to the west, and 
there is a string of lonely wild lakes with 
the usual north woods assortment of names 
within driving distance. Three of the ho- 
tels quote you a weekly rate of $4, and the 
fourth is aristocratic enough to put the fig- 
ures up to $10. The round trip from Chica- 
go has been fixed at $14.85. 


POWERS LAKE,.WIS.—There is nothing 
extraordinary about Powers Lake. If it 
were up in northern Michigan you wouldn’t 
ray much attention to it. But instead of 
being up in northern Michigan, it’s only 
sixty-one miles from Chicago, a fact that 
makes it interesting from a vacation stand- 
point. Powers is a small lake. It has the 
highest grade southern Wisconsin scenery 
along its shores and a good supply of inex- 
pensive homelike resorts for tired families 
with small pocketbooks. The lake water is 
warm and the fishing good enough. Round 
trip from Chicago costs about $2 and hotel 
rates hover about $7 weekly. | 


PUT-IN-BAY, 0.—Commodore Oliver Haz- 
ard Perry first discovered the possibilities 
of Put-in-Bay when he “‘met the enemy 
end they became his "’ on Sept. 11, 1813.

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LESSON NO. 235.—Preserving. 


TRAWBERRIES, raspberries, cher- 
ries, and gooseberries are the fruits 
to put up the last two weeks in June, 
and there are many results to be had 
from the varied ways of handling 


The first thing a housekeeper wants to un- 
derstand is the nature of the fruit she is 
handling, and how she must use the pre- 
servatives, heat and sugar, advantageously 
upon each fruit. 

Cherries and gooseberries, because of their 
thicker skins, must be cooked longer than 
strawberries and raspberries. Sugar cooked 
too long in the fruit will cause it to lose its 


-eolor, no matter what fruit is being used. 


The strawberry is watery and inclined to 
lose its flavor in cooking. To keep its flavor 
in all its perfection the sun cooked preserves 
must take the lead. 

If you must wash strawberries before 
using them, do so before culling them. Al- 
ways try to buy clean fruits, as careful 
picking over is all that is then necessary to 
prepare them for the preserving kettle. 


For sun cooked strawberries put an equal 
amount of fruit and sugar on to cook in a 
white kettle. Cook them for ten minutes 
after they come to the boil, then draw the 
juice off the fruit and spread the fruit out 
upon flat dishes, putting back upon them 
only enough juice to cover the bottoms of 
the dishes, and set in the sunniest spots you 
have. Let them remain until sundown, when 
you bring them in out of the dampness until 
next day.- If sunny next day set them out 
again and add more of the cold juice, .pro- 
vided all has béen absorbed the day before.. 
Keep in the sun to cook three full days, then

You can hold these preserves over a day or 


two if cloudy weather comes before the 
have had three days’ cooking. There wi 
be a good deal of juice left over, which put 
on to boil and while boiling hot seal in glass 
jars. This does for many sauces during the 
winter. 

. Remember, if you want to preserve your 
fruits whole, no matter what kind, theearlier 


the sugar is put upon the fruit the harder

To make the most wholesome preserves and 
the ones less likely to disturb delicate 


stomachs, always cook your fruit -gaggopnd

twenty-four hours. Pour off again, cook un- 
til boiling hot, pour on fruit, and let stand 
until perfectly cold, then put the juice again 
on to boil, and when boiling put im the fruit 
and cook until the fruit is all boiling hot. 
Seal in small glass jars while hot. 
Raspberry jam made by the same recipe 
as the strawberry one gives great satisfac 
tion.

SEEDLESS RASPBERRY JAM. 


As many cannot eat the raspberry because | 


of the seeds, the following recipe makes a 
delicious preserve: 

Put the raspberries on to boil for twenty 
minutes, then pour them into a sieve and 
rub the fruit through until you get it all 
off the seeds. Measure this fruit juice and 
allow three-quarters of a pound of sugar to 
a pint of fruit. When this juice has come 
to the boll again put in sugar, boil ten min- 
utes, then geal in small glass jars. | 


CHERRIBS. 

Sour cherries are among thé most satisfac- 
tory fruits one can put up. They keep their 
flavor, and they never fail to be a welcome 
midwinter dish. 

For cherry pie and other desserts, cherries 
are put up with as little sugar as possible. 

Wash the cherries, if needed, before stem- 
ming them, then drain well and stone them. 
When all stoned, weigh ng ot allow a half 
pound of coffee A sugar to every pound of 


fruit. Cook the cherries until the skins are | 


perfectly tender, but not until fruit is broken 
up, then put in the sugar and let all boil 
for ten minutes. Put into can or glass jars 
and seal while very, very hot. Any amount 
of sugar can be added to them when being 
used later... They will keep two years this 
way. 


PICKLED CHERRIES. 

Stone enough cherries to make seven 

pounds and pour over them the following 
sirup: 
‘Two quarts of cider vinegar, three pounds 
brown sugar, five whole cloves, five whole 
alispice, five peppercorns, and one stick of 
cinnamon. Let this come to the boil and 
pour over the cherries. Let stand over night, 
boil sirup again, put back on fruit. Next 
day boil this sirup hard for ten minutes, put 
in fruit, and when all is boiling hot put in 
jars and seal hot.

Poughkeepsie, N. ¥., June 27.—[Special.J— 
With the arrival today of several thousand 
spectators for tomorrow's aquatic events 
Poughkeepsie tonight is all agog’with rowing 
excitement, and every one is prognosticating 
the result of the races. 

Cernell rules favorite in spite of hard luck 
stories from Courtney's crew, but Wisconsin 
easily is second in the betting, and the Badg- 
efs seem so confident of taking second place 
that they are willing to back the varsity eight 
against any crew on the river with Cornell 
barred.

GIVES CREDIT FOR SPRINKLERS. {22 


Underwriters’ Committee Recommends 
Same Allowance on the Contents 
as on the Building. 


The committee on sprinkled risks of the 
Chicago Underwriters’ association recom- 
mends that in the-application of the mercan- 
tile schedule contents of buildings having 
sprinkler protection, grading eight points 
or more, should be given the same per- 
centage credit as on the building rate. This 
is the plan now fellowed as to fireproof 
sprinkled buildings. The existing rule as 
to non-fireproof buildings is to allow the 
same flat reduction on contents as is allowed 
on buildings. 

The new plan if adopted will decrease the 
rate on contents.of sprinkled buildings where 
the schedule has been strictly applied. The 
committee figures that if the sprinkled 
risks now carrying special rates made in 
order to hold the business are rerated strictly 
under the schedule their figures would be 
increased, and thus offset the loss in income 
from using the percentage plan: on risks 


carrying the ‘full schedule rate. 


A. F. Shaw of Hall & Henshaw has sent in 
@ minority report in which he takes the 
ground that, although he favors the percent- 


-age plan, he feels no change should be made 


until fire protection engineers determine how 
sprinkled risks should be protected so as 
to prevent their burning from an exposing 
fire. He believes the association should 
dea] with the issue in a business way, and 
not make one requirement today and have 
to modify it tomorrow. He declares that 
business men desire to know just what ex- 
actions will be made so that their rate will 
not be constantly shifting. 

Mr. Shaw also says there should be a discrimina- 
tion in credits for the character of stock in a 
sprinkled building greater than is allowed in the 


regulation classification charge. He declares every 
risk given special rates should be rerated on its 


merits before granting a sprinkler credit.

There were rains enough in the southwest 
on Saturday and Sunday to satisfy the most 
exacting wheat bull, over four inches for 
the two days at Oklahoma City and a heavy 
precipitation through Texas, Kansas, Mis- 
souri, and southern Illinois, where the har- 
vest is in progress, but must necessarily be 
interfered with by the weather conditions. 
There was also a big decrease in the visible 
supply of 1,691,000 bu, nearly 700,000 bu more 


‘ than for.the corresponding week last year, 


while exports were 2,000,000 bu emaller than 
for the same week in 1908. But these condi- 


‘tions did not keep the market from declin- 


ing %c. They had doubtless been discounted 
to ‘a considerable extent in the sharp bulge 
of Friday and Saturday, which had been 
caused largely by fears of rain in the winter 
wheat belt and by advances in foreign mar- 
Kets. Shorts had covered freely and longs 
who bought last week were more anxious 
to take profits than to add to their lines.

Broomhall_ ‘Goes not accept the gpvern- 
ment estimate of the wheat yield of 1903 in 
the United States at 638,000,000 bu. His con- 
clusions are interesting ahd only to be seri- 
ously disputed on the theory now generally 
accepted by this trade that consumption of 
wheat in this country has increased to over 
5 bu per capita. He uses. the old figures of 
4% bu in the Liverpool.Corn Trade: News 
of June 14 as follows: “‘ One of the events of 
the week has been the publication by the 
authorities at Washington of the June bu- 
reau report. The document -was awaited 
with some interest, but its appearance has 
exercised but little infifence upon the mar- 
ket, as its provisions were mainly anticipated 
in the bulletins of crop experts, especially 
in that of Mr. Snow of Chicago. For our 
own part we take the report now under re- 
view as indicatihg a total crop of fully 600.,- 
000,000 bu, in comparison with 638,000,000 bu, 
the official ate of last year, which 
events have proved an altogether excessive 
estimate. Judging from the quantity of 
wheat which has come into sight both at 
primary receiving points and at the ports

A short time ago attention was called in 


THE TRIBUNE to the fact that local banks 
were buying bonds for the investment of 


| a portion of their surplus cash. It now ap- 


pears that this practice has been general in 
the last few weeks, and has been largely 
instrumental in advancing that class of rail- 
road bonds whose investment return is 
around 4 r cent... 

In an extended article on the present buy- 
ers of bonds the New York Evening Post 
in its issue of last Saturday has the follow- 
ing, showing that banks outside New York 
have not only been buying bonds outright, 


but have had them carried by their New 


York connections: 

** As to the source of the buying orders for 
the current bond issues, a little discrimina- 
tion is necessary. A good dealof this week’s 
inquiry has come from out of town banks, 
representing clients all over New England 
and throughout the west. This demand has 
been well sustained, and, with the buying 
by out of town trust companies, has aggre- 
gated a heavy volume of business. One 
prominent interest reported this week that 
interior banks -were sending in orders for 
blocks of bonds in sums of $5,000, $10,000, 
$25,000, and $100,000. Some orders from 
individual investors and banks of minimum 
capitalization called for even $1, 000 or $2,000 
lots. 

“One interesting demand that figured in 
the market this week was the request re- 
ceived by local agents of out of town banks 
to carry bonds for them here. These orders 
called for moderate blocks, with the under- 
standing that the New York banks should 
hold them subject to instructions, and in 
cases where the interior bank’s balance fell 
below a specified limit should use the bonds 
as collateral for advances covering the de- 
ficiency. In other words, the out of town 
banks were to invest a portion of their New 
York reserve in safe security, carrying the 
bonds in this city, and borrowing automatic- 
ally on them as they had need. The scheme 
is taking well, and has already brought into 
the bond market numerous outside banks 
that seldom if ever before participated in 
such ventures.”’

** Speak in Bohemian, I tell you,” she said, 
threateningly, to her husband. 

Giszak was not intimidated. Were three 
months spent in taming horses to count for 
‘nothing? With a fine show of unconcern, he 
jlooked at his large statured wife and con- 
tinued his narrative. 


Biszak Shows His Muscle. 
“Took.” said Biszak. “I have muscle.” 
Then the man bared his right arm to the 

shoulder. It was sinewy, allowing for the 
slender build of the man, but it made no 
visible impression on Mrs. Bistak, whose 
right arm would have made two of it.
